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TO    THE    HONORABLE    VISITING    COMMITTEE    APPOINTED    BY    THE 
GOVERNOR   O'F   THE   STATE   OF   MISSOURI,    1914: 

The  Board  of  Regents  in  charge  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  Third  District,  respectfully  submit  herewith  a  balance  sheet 
of  the  amounts  received  from  various  sources  by  this  institution  during  the 
biennial  period  1913-1914,  but  up  to  date,  in  which  are  not  included 
incidental  receipts  for  the  month  of  December  and  which,  approximately, 
will  amount  to  $3000.  The  gross  expenditures  made  by  your  Board  during 
the  biennial  period  on  account  of  the  several  funds  are  shown  in  the 
balance  sheet.  For  details  of  the  amounts  so  expended  reference  is  made 
to  the  pages  of  the  cash  book,  where  each  and  every  item  is  set  forth.  The 
proceedings  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Board  from  week  to  week, 
and  which  record  is  respectfully  submitted  for  examination,  will  give  every 
information  as  to  the  amounts  allowed  from  week  to  week  during  the  last 
two  years,  and  for  which  vouchers  were  made  out  and  warrants  issued  and 
paid  by  the  treasurer. 

Salaries  Fund. 

The  forty-seventh  General  Assembly  appropriated  $150,000  for  salaries 
of  teachers  and  maintenance.  A  balance  of  21  cents  was  in  the  treasury 
on  this  account  on  January  1,  1913.  The  sum  of  $1334.30  was  collected 
on  account  of  various  items;  making  a  total  available  in  this  fund  of 
$151,334.51.  Of  this  amount  has  been  disbursed  $150,518.53,  leaving  a 
balance  in  the  state  treasury,  subject  to  draft,  of  $815.98.  ($149,184.02 
of  the  appropriation  has  been  drawn  from  the  state.) 

Library  Fund. 

On  account  of  Library  $2,000  was  appropriated  by  the  last  General 
Assembly;  a  balance  of  30  cts.  was  on  hand  Jan.  1,  1913,  we  collected  on 
account  of  various  items  $511.76,  making  a  total  of  $2,512.06.  Of  this 
amount  $2,510.37  was  disbursed,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1.69. 

Laboratories  Fund. 

On  account  of  laboratories  $5,000  was  appropriated.  A  balance  of 
$13.41  was  on  hand  January  1,  1913,  $905.79  was  collected  from  various 
sources,  making  a  total  in  the  laboratories  fund  of  $5,919.20.  Of  this 
amount  $5,794.78  has  been  expended  to  date,  $124.42  being  the  balance  in 
the  treasury.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  on  account  of  this  balance 
laboratory  material  has  been  ordered  in  an  amount  large  enough  to  exhaust 
this  fund. 
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Grading  and  Paving  Fund. 

For  grading  and  paving  streets  $2  000  was  appropriated  and  $5  0  added 
from  other  funds,  making  a  total  of  $2050.  Of  this  amount  $2036.86  has 
been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $13.14. 

Manual   Training  Fund. 

On  account  of  Manual  Training  Fund  $6  27.70  was  collected;  balance 
on  hand  January  1,  1913,  $110.81,  making  a  total  of  $738.51.  The  sum 
of  $720.04  was  paid  out  on  account  of  this  fund  during  the  biennial  period, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $18.47. 

Gymnasium  Fund. 

Total  amount  received  on  account  of  the  Gymnasium  Fund  during  the 
biennial  period  was  $,2308.90.  To  this  should  be  added  $18.52,  balance  on 
hand  January  1,  1913,  making  a  total  of  $2327.42.  Amount  expended 
$2319.78,  leaving  a  balance  of  $7.64. 

Domestic  Science  and  Art  Fees  Fund. 

Receipts  in  this  fund  amounted  to  $534.5  9,  plus  balance  on  hand 
January  1,  1913,  $8.07,  amounting  to  $'542.66.  Total  disbursements 
$537.83,  leaving  a  balance  of  $4.83  at  this  date. 

Training  School  Fees  Fund 

On  account  of  this  fund  $527.13  was  collected,  balance  Jan.  1,  1913, 
$104.97,  total  $632.10.  Disbursements  $631.51,  leaving  a  balance  of 
59  cts. 

Piano  Rent  Fund. 

On  account  of  piano  rent  during  the  last  biennial  period  the  sum  of 
$334.20  was  received,  balance  January  1,  1913,  $14.20,  total  $348.40. 
This  account  closed  for  reason  hereafter  set  out. 

All  the  items  showing  receipts  and  expenditures  will  fully  appear  by 
reference  to  pages  of  the  cash  book  noted  on  the  balance  sheet  of  receipts 
and  expenditures,  submitted  herewith. 

On  account  of  the  incidental  fund  the  sum  of  $37,276.73  was  collected 
from  various  sources  during  the  biennial  period;  $17.27  was  on  hand 
January  1,  1913,  making  a  total  of  $37,294.  This  amount  has  been 
expended  and  an  overdraft  of  $6.94  made.  It  should  be  observed  that 
during  the  first  week  in  December  approximately  $3,0  00  will  be  collected 
on  account  of  incidental  fees  for  the  winter  term,  and  otherwise,  and  for 
which  properly,  credit  should  be  given  to  this  fund. 

But  to  show  your  committee  how  the  money  of  the  incidental  fund  has 
been  expended  we  have  collected  and  classified  for  the  purpose  of  this 
report,  from  the  pages  of  the  cash  book,  some  of  the  principal  disburse- 
ments. For  instance,  of  the  amount  of  $37,294,  which  has  been  collected 
and  expended  during  the  biennial  period,  the  sum  of  $4534.1.8  was  paid 
out  for  coal,  this  being  the  largest  single  item.  Our  coal  bill,  however, 
will  be  increased  perhaps  several  hundred  dollars  during  the  month  of 
December,  as  the  coal  for  the  winter  months  is  now  being  stored. 

Your   board   has  expended  for  bulletins  and  printing  $3191.18,  and  in 
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addition  the  sum  of  $172  8  for  advertising  and  subscriptions  to  the  news- 
papers of  this  Normal  School  District,  making  a  total  of  $4919.18.  In 
addition  the  sum  of  $6  0  0  of  unpaid  bills  on  account  of  this  item  (not 
included  in  the  above  mentioned  amount)  will  have  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
incidental  fund. 

For  power  house  supplies  and  electrical  supplies  $2339.30  was  paid 
out,  and  in  addition  $150.00  for  a  steam  soot  blower  and  $385.41  for 
installing  conduits,  making  a  total  of  $2874.71.  Will  state  that  the  work 
of  installing  the  conduits  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  our  chief 
engineer  and  superintendent  of  buildings  and  grounds  and  was  a  work 
that  was  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  insure  academic  hall  against 
any  possibility  of  being  destroyed  by  fire  through  electric  wiring.  We 
now  enjoy  a  very  low  rate  of  insurance,  and  a  failure  to  have  installed 
these  conduits  would  have  more  than  doubled  the  insurance  premiums 
after  the  expiration  of  the  present  policies.  A  great  saving  was  effected 
by  having  this  work  done  by  our  own  employes.  In  addition  to  power 
house  supplies  janitor  supplies  aggregating  $913.49  were  purchased  out  of 
the  incidental  fund.  Additional  showers  were  placed  in  the  girls'  gym- 
nasium at  a  cost  of  $48 1.3 3.  Lockers  were  installed  in  the  boys'  gym- 
nasium at  a  cost  of  $32  9.  Wire  guards  for  the  gymnasium  were  placed 
over  the  windows  at  a  cost  of  $162.  For  electric  vacuum  cleaners  $2  20 
was  paid.  For  an  adding  machine  $243.  The  sum  of  $337.30  was  allowed 
the  agricultural  department  out  of  this  fund.  For  office  supplies,  stamped 
envelopes,  express  charges,  etc.,  the  sum  of  $1971.78  was  paid  out.  Out 
of  the  incidental  fund  the  south  campus  in  front  of  Academic  Hall  was 
graded  at  a  cost  of  $38  8  6.62 — deducting,  however,  from  this  amount  the 
sum  of  $145.00  which  was  paid  out  of  receipts  from  the  farm.  This 
grading  of  the  south  campus  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  our  efficient 
chief  engineer  and  superintendent,  Mr.  W.  H.  White.  It  was  done  by  the 
day,  and  the  amount  represents  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  under  careful 
supervision.  If  this  work  had  been  done  under  contract,  your  board  feel 
satisfied  that  it  would  have  cost  at  least  $6000.  You  will  note  that  a  road 
25  ft.  wide  with  rock  foundation  was  built  around  this  campus,  the  sides 
were  terraced  partly  with  rock  and  with  sod  and  in  every  way  the  work 
done  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  board  paid  for  the  work  weekly  and 
the  pay  rolls  are  on  file  subject  to  examination  and  inspection.  In  this 
expenditure  of  $388  6.62  is  also  embraced  the  cost  of  a  level,  road  scrapers, 
tools,  seed,  pipes  and  other  material. 

For  some  time  the  institution  has  greatly  needed  more  pianos,  and 
pianos  were  rented  from  dealers  to  supply  this  necessity,  your  board  paying 
rent  for  the  use  of  such  pianos.  In  order  to  make  the  institution  inde- 
pendent, a  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  American  Piano  Company 
for  the  purchase  of  eighteen  pianos  at  a  net  cost  to  the  institution  of 
$3  900.00,  the  institution  turning  in  five  old  pianos  as  a  part  of  the 
purchase  price  and  thus  leaving  a  balance  of  $3150.  Of  this  amount  the 
sum  of  $950  has  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2200  to  be  paid  in 
monthly  payments  of  $200  out  of  the  incidental  fund.      The  rent  heretofore 
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collected  from  students  for  the  use  of  pianos  will  now  be  desposited  in  the 
incidental  fund.  The  pianos  purchased  are  of  approved  quality  and  give 
satisfaction  to  our  teachers  of  music. 

You  will  note  that  during  the  biennial  period  the  sum  of  $1066.37  was 
collected  on  account  of  agriculture.  This  represents  the  earnings  of  the 
farm.  But  we  desire  to  say  that  because  the  last  legislature  made  no 
appropriation  for  agriculture,  our  work  in  agriculture  was  greatly  handi- 
capped. In  order  not  wholly  to  abandon  this  work  the  sum  of  $1630.76 
was  paid  out  of  the  laboratories  fund  for  experimental  agricultural  labora- 
tory work,  $377.3  0  was  paid  on  account  of  agriculture  out  of  the 
incidental  fund.  $859.9  5  earned  by  the  farm  was  used  for  farm  work. 
The  other  $145.00  or  farm  earnings  was  used,  as  already  stated,  on  account 
of  grading  south  campus.  Your  board  further  reports  that  in  every  way 
within  our  limited  power  the  agricultural  work  of  this  institution  has  been 
promoted,  as  indeed  required  by  statute.  We  have  a  teacher  of  agricul- 
ture, of  animal  husbandry,  and  of  horticulture,  and  the  work  of  the  school 
in  promoting  a  higher  and  more  scientific  agriculture  in  this  part  of  the 
state  is  bearing,  we  think,  good  fruit.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that 
during  the  last  biennial  period  no  appropriation  was  made  for  the  benefit 
of  this  important  and  basic  industry  of  our  national  prosperity.  We  need 
at  least  an  appropriation  of  $50  00  to  make  the  agricultural  department 
what  it  should  be,  and  in  addition  $5  000  for  a  greenhouse,  $50  00  for  a  barn 
and  diary,  and  $50,000  for  an  agriculture  and  home  economics  building. 

Heretofore  your  board  has  suggested  the  importance  of  digging  a  deep 
well  on  the  Normal  School  premises.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  importance. 
The  institution  is  now  paying  annually  $600  for  water  to  the  Water  Works 
Company.  This  for  Mississippi  river  water,  which  is  nOt  satisfactory.  In 
fact,  for  several  years  the  institution  has  been  boiling  the  water,  and 
recently  using  condensed  steam.  Although  the  Mississippi  water  is  gener- 
ally considered  healthful,  its  muddy  character  during  some  months, 
especially  during  times  of  overflow,  makes  it  necessary  that  it  be  clarified 
and  purified  in  some  way  or  other,  and  it  has  seemed  to  your  board  that 
the  best  and  most  satisfactory  solution  of  the  water  problem  would  be  to 
sink  a  deep  well  and  thus  secure  a  supply  of  water  of  unquestioned  purity. 
Your  board  has  made  this  recommendation  during  the  last  six  years,  and 
now  ventures  to  again  impress  the  importance  of  the  matter  upon  your 
committee.  The  estimated  cost  of  sinking  a  deep  well  and  properly 
equipping  the  same  is  about  $5000,  and  your  board  respectfully  ask  your 
committee  to  urge  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

In  the  last  few  years  small  appropriations  only  have  been  made  for  the 
library  and  an  institution  of  the  character  of  this  Norml  School  ought  to 
have  a  large  and  well  selected  library.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the 
library  of  this  Normal  School  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1902,  and  compara- 
tively but  little  has  been  done  since  that  time  to  restore  the  loss  which 
the  institution  sustained.  We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $5000  for  the 
library  for  the  next  biennial  period,  and  for  an  appropriation  of  $5000 
for  the  laboratories.      The  laboratory  work  is  growing  in  importance.      The 
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number  of  students  in  the  various  departments — Biology,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Psychology — is  increasing  from  year  to  year  and  well  equipped 
laboratories  are  an  absolute  necessity. 

The  sum  of  $5000  is  needed  to  improve  Normal  Boulevard  and  Hender- 
son Avenue  with  concrete  pavement.  This  will  only  partly  pay  for  this 
work,  but  we  hope  to  be  able  to  lay  aside  some  money  out  of  the  incidental 
fund  to  help  pay  for  the  work,  although  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  great 
amount  of  work  has  been  done  during  the  last  two  years  and  new 
purchases  made,  the  floating  debt  reported  in  1912  has  been  but  slightly 
decreased. 

To  pay  the  salaries  of  officers,  teachers,  etc.,  the  President  of  the 
institution,  Dr.  Dearmont,  reports  will  require  at  least  $180,000.  The 
attendance  of  students  is  rapidly  increasing  and  no  part  of  Missouri  is 
developing  as  rapidly  as  the  third  Normal  School  district.  The  sum  of 
$180,000  is  a  comparatively  small  amount  to  maintain  our  teaching  force, 
taking  into  account  the  fact  that  this  school  serves  twenty-seven  counties, 
embracing  one-fourth  of  the  territorial  area  of  the  state.  The  young  men 
and  women  of  this  section  depend  almost  entirely  upon  this  school  to  secure 
a  higher  education.  The  city  and  county  of  St.  Louis  are  embraced  in  this 
district,  and  although  the  attendance  from  the  city  of  St.  Louis  and  St. 
Louis  county  is  comparatively  small,  considering  the  population,  this  can 
be  said,  that  it  is  constantly  increasing  and  the  great  and  important  value 
of  the  work  of  this  institution  is  recognized  by  the  people  of  that  city  and 
county.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  in  the  sum  of  $180,000  which 
we  ask  for  salaries,  the  sum  of  $6000  will  have  to  be  allowed  to  cover  a 
deficit  in  the  appropriation  of  1913-14,  because  of  the  appropriation  only 
about  $800  remains  to  pay  the  salaries  of  teachers  for  the  salary  period 
ending  in  January,  1915.  Of  this  amount  of  $6000  about  $4000  properly 
is  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  of  1914  and  about  $2000  should  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  of  1915-16.  It  thus  appears  that  there  will 
be  a  deficit  for  the  year  1913-14  of  approximately  $3200  to  pay  the 
teachers'  salaries  maturing  in  January,  1915,  as  stated.  This  deficit  in  the 
appropriation  will  have  to  be  provided  for  out  of  the  $180,000  we  ask  for 
the  next  biennial  period. 

Your  board  further  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $5000  to  construct  a 
tunnel  to  the  dormitory  buildings,  Albert  Hall  and  Leming  Hall,  from 
the  central  heating  plant  of  the  institution.  At  present  a  separate  heating 
plant  exists  in  each  of  these  dormitories.  The  expenditure  for  coal  and 
Tanitor  service  on  this  account  amounts  to  about  $12  00  per  annum.  If 
these  dormitories  could  be  heated  from  the  central  plant  of  the  institution, 
the  additional  expense  for  heating  the  buildings  would  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  $2  00  per  annum,  and  perhaps  with  a  result  a  great  deal  more  satisfac- 
tory than  at  present.  In  addition  your  board  begs  to  report  that  consider- 
able expense  will  have  to  be  incurred  within  the  next  year  to  renew  the 
present  heating  plant  in  Albert  Hall.  In  a  few  years  the  heating  plant  of 
Leming  Hall  will  also  have  to  be  renewed.  On  the  other  hand,  the  power 
plant  heating  the  Normal  building  is   of  superior  and   high  construction,

with  ample  power  to  easily  heat  the  entire  group  of  state  buildings.  It  is 
in  first-class  condition  in  every  respect.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that 
the  ultimate  cost  of  maintaining  the  heating  plant  of  each  of  the  dormi- 
tories falls  on  the  students  and  that  the  students  do  not  generally  repre- 
sent rich  and  well  to  do  people,  but  are  recruited  from  young  men  and 
women  who,  in  order  to  secure  an  education,  are  compelled  to  practice 
economy  and  self  denial. 

The  dormitories,  Albert  Hall  and  Leming  Hall,  were  purchased  by  the 
state  under  an  appropriation  made  by  the  forty-sixth  General  Assembly, 
and  ever  since  the  purchase  have  been  managed  by  this  school  on  the 
plan  of  furnishing  the  students  board  at  actual  cost,  plus  room  rent, 
including  bedding  and  necessary  furniture  and  also  including  light  and 
heat  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $3.  A  general  control  over  the  dormitories 
is  exercised  by  the  faculty,  but  the  affairs  of  the  dormitories  are  under 
actual  supervision  of  a  manager  and  purchasing  agent.  A  matron  has 
charge  and  control  of  each  of  the  halls,  the  students,  the  table,  the 
kitchen  and  rooms.  Thus  far  these  dormitories  have  given  great  satisfac- 
tion to  the  student  body,  and  the  fact  that  in  the  dormitories  board  is 
furnished  at  actual  cost  and  the  price  of  furnished  rooms  placed  at  only 
$3.00  with  heat  and  light,  a  good  and  respectable  table  being  set,  has  done 
much  to  keep  down  the  price  of  board  in  private  families.  In  fact,  your 
board  cannot  see  how  it  would  have  been  possible  in  a  city  rapidly  growing, 
as  this  city  is,  to  have  kept  the  price  of  board  within  a  reasonable  limit 
without  these  dormitories.  The  board  respectfully  ask  the  committee  to 
examine  the  manner  in  which  these  dormitories  are  maintained  from  top 
to  bottom.  During  the  last  biennial  period,  excepting  November  and 
December,  1914,  the  aggregate  amount  collected  for  board  from  students 
amounted  to  $49,500.  The  expense  of  operating  the  boarding  department 
of  the  dormitories  amounted  to  the  same  sum,  approximately.  In  order  to 
make  plain  to  your  committee  how  these  dormitories  are  managed  we 
submit  to  your  committee  the  detailed  monthly  report  of  our  manager 
and  a  full  set  of  books  of  account.  The  monthly  reports  show  the  collec- 
tions each  month  on  account  of  board,  the  amount  expended  for  provisions, 
meat,  and  everything  needed  and  consumed  in  these  dormitories,  including 
renewals  of  bedding,  carpets,  etc.,  etc.,  all  self  explanatory,  the  vouchers 
being  attached  to  each  monthly  report  and  the  collections  made  from  each 
student.  Your  board  thinks  these  dormitories  might  well  be  called  first- 
class  hotels.  Your  board  finally  begs  to  report  that  the  manner  of 
managing  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution  and  keeping  its  accounts 
was  fully  examined  by  an  expert  appointed  by  the  state  Auditor  in  1913, 
and  takes  pleasure  in  saying  that  no  criticism  was  made  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  financial  affairs  are  managed  and  accounts  kept.  The  only 
material  suggestion  made  by  the  expert  in  reference  to  our  system  of 
accounting  was  that  a  formal  voucher  record  should  be  kept.  Under  our 
system  every  bill  allowed  was  numbered  with  the  requisition,  and  no 
purchase  can  be  made  without  a  requisition,  and  when  paid  the  warrant 
number  was  also  endorsed  upon  this  bill  for  voucher,  and  in  this  way  every 
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account  allowed  and  paid  can  be  traced  by  the  warrant  number.  In  addi- 
tion every  bill  allowed  was  also  entered  of  record  in  the  minutes  of  the 
executive  committee  meeting  every  Saturday  of  the  week.  We  have, 
however,  adopted  the  suggestion  of  the  auditor  and  opened  &,  voucher 
record  in  September,  1914. 

The  expert  also  suggested  that  a  consolidated  and  unified  cash  book 
be  adopted,  instead  of  our  present  system  of  carrying  the  cash  separately 
in  different  funds.  Our  system  was  so  inaugurated  in  order  to  keep 
account  of  the  various  small  incidental  collections  to  be  applied  for  parti- 
cular purposes,  and  so  as  not  to  mix  up  and  confuse  the  cash  belonging  to 
these  different  funds.  But  a  consolidated  cash  book  has  been  adopted,  as 
suggested.  However,  our  present  system  will  be  maintained  in  order  to 
keep  strict  account  of  the  several  small  funds  collected  from  the  students 
for  particular  purposes.  Otherwise  our  system  of  keeping  accounts  and 
managing  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution  seenns  to  have  been 
acceptable  and  no  fault  seems  to  have  been  found  or  defect  in  our  method 
of  doing  business  and  accounting  for  all  funds  received  from  the  state  or 
students.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  FACULTY 


Courses  Offered  and   Departments   Maintained  in  the   Normal 
School  at  This  Time. 


By  reference  to  the  catalog  of  1914,  pages  30  to  42,  inclusive,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  Normal  School  at  this  time  offers  the  following  courses: 

I.  A  Course  for  Rural  School  Teachers,  leading  to  a  limited  state 
certificate.  The  course  requires  two  years'  work,  if  students  enter  without 
high  school  credit. 

II.  An  Elementary  Professional  Course,  a  four  years'  course  of  study. 
The  course  includes  the  work  usually  done  in  a  first  class  high  school  and 
one  year  of  college  work. 

III.  An  Advanced  Professional  Course  for  Teachers  in  the  Elementary 
Schools.  To  complete  this  course  about  two  years  of  college  work  are 
required.  Students  who  have  completed  a  course  in  a  first  class  high 
school  or  its  equivalent  are  admitted  to  this  Advanced  Professional  Course. 

IV.  An  Advanced  Professional  Course  for  High  School  Teachers.  To 
complete  this  course  about  three  years  of  college  work  are  required.  Stu- 
dents who  have  completed  a  course  in  a  first  class  high  school  or  its  equiv- 
alent are  admitted  to  this  Advanced  Professional  Course. 

V.  Three  College  Courses  are  offered;  one  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  one  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Home 
Economics,  and  one  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Education.  Stu- 
dents who  have  completed  a  course  in  a  first  class  high  school  or  its  equiv- 
alent are  admitted  to  the  College  Courses.  'Each  College  Course  represents 
one  hundred  and  eighty  term  hours  of  work.  It  requires  four  years  for  a 
student  to  complete  a  College  Course. 

The  range  of  the  courses  offered  embraces  about  five  years  of  work,

Each  member  of  the  faculty  usually  has  enrolled  in  his  classes  from 
about  fifty  to  one  hundred  students.  There  are  enrolled  since  September 
8,  1914,  530  students.  In  addition  to  the  530  students  attending  at  Cape 
Girardeau,  we  have  enrolled  in  extension  work  136  students.  Eighty- 
four  of  these  students  are  taking  work  by  correspondence,  and  fifty-two 
of  them  are  receiving  instruction  at  six  extension  centers.  The  students 
who  are  taking  extension  courses  are  all  teachers  who  are  teaching  school 
at  this  time.     The  fifty-two  who   are  taking  courses  at   extension  centers 
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meet  at  these  centers  with  members  of  the  Normal  School  faculty  from 
time  to  time  on  ISaturday.  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Carter,  who 
has  charge  of  the  field  and  extension  work  of  the  school,  the  work  is 
growing  in  importance  and  the  number  of  students  taking  the  work  is 
increasing. 

The  enrollment  of  students  by  terms  for  the  biennial  period  just 
closed  shows  a  marked  increase  over  the  enrollment  by  terms  for  the  bi- 
ennial period  beginning  January,  1911,  and  ending  January  1913.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  in  the  average  attendance  by  terms 
for  the  biennial  period  just  closed  over  the  preceding  biennial  period  is 
105,  or  nearly  24  per  cent 

The  total  enrollment  of  students  for  the  school  year  ending  June,  1913, 
was  1,1&3.  The  total  enrollment  of  students  for  the  school  year  ending 
June,  19tl4,  was  1,232.  The  above  statement  of  attendance  by  terms  and 
of  enrollment  by  years  does  not  include  students  in  extension  courses, 
nor  does  it  include  about  180  pupils  who  are  regularly  enrolled  in  the 
Normal  Training   School. 

The  total  number  of  students  who  have  been  enrolled  in  the  Normal 
School  from  January,  1914,  to  January,  1915,  is,  in  attendance  at  Cape 
Girardeau,  1,365;  in  extension  courses,  182;  total,  1,547.  This  statement 
does  not  include  the  185  pupils  in  the  Normal  Training  School. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  extent  to  wnlch  the  INormal 
School  at   Cape   Girardeau   is   supplying  Normal   trained   teachers   for   the 
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public  schools  of  the  twenty-seven  counties  in  the  district  outside  of  St. 
Louis. 

There  are  3,136  teachers  in  the  district,  outside  the  city  of  St. 
Louis.  Of  these  teachers,  707  were  students  in  the  Normal  School  at  Cape 
Girardeau  last  year,  and  73  6  students  that  were  enrolled  in  the  Normal 
School  at  Cape  Girardeau  last  year  are  teaching  now — a  number  equal  to 
more  than  23  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  teachers  in  the  district. 
The  Normal  School  is  therefore  reaching  every  year  a  number  of  teachers 
nearly  equal  to  one-fourth  of  the  entire  number  in  the  district  outside  of 
the  city  of  St.  Louis. 

Of  the  3,13i6  teachers  in  the  district  outside  of  St.  Louis,  1,520  were 
trained  in  the  Normal  School  at  Cape  Girardeau.  Probably  300  others 
were  trained  in  the  Normal  schools  at  Springfield  and  Warrensburg. 

Of  the  317  high  school  teachers  in  the  district,  152  were  educated  in 
the  Normal  School  at  Cape  Girardeau  and  55  in  other  Normal  schools. 

Of  the  737  teachers  in  the  elementary  graded  schools,  481  were  edu- 
cated in  the  Normal   School   at   Cape  Girardeau. 

Of  the  2,082  rural  school  teachers  in  the  district,  887  have  had  Nor- 
mal training  in  the  Normal  School  at  Cape  Girardeau,  and  probably  about 
250  more  have  had  Normal  training  at  Springfield  and  Warrensburg. 

During  this  biennial  period  the  Normal  School  at  Cape  Girardeau  h<as 
graduated  from  all  courses  574  teachers,  a  number  equal  to  18.3  per  cent 
of  the  whole  number  of  teachers  in  the  district,  outside  of  St.  Louis. 

It  seems  probable  that  within  a  few  years  the  Normal  (School  at  Cape 
Girardeau  will  be  able  to  supply  trained  teachers  for  all  the  schools  of 
the  Normal  school  district. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  educating  a  student  at  the  Normal  School  at 
Cape   Girardeau   is  as   follows: 

(a)  The  per  capita  cost  to  the  state,  basing  the  estimate  upon  the 
total  enrollment  in  the  school  for  a  year,  is  found  by  dividing  the  cost  of 
the  school  to  the  state  for  the  regular  school  year  from  September  to 
June  by  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled.  The  cost  per  student  on 
this  basis  at  Cape  Girardeau  is  about   $48. 

(b)  The  cost  per  student  obtained  by  dividing  the  cost  to  the  state 
for  one  regular  school  year  from  September  to  June  by  the  average  at- 
tendance by  terms  for  the  year  beginning  January,  19,14,  and  ending  Jan- 
uary,  1915,  is  about   $104. 

(c)  The  cost  per  student  obtained  by  dividing  the  cost  to  the  state 
for  the  one  year  plus  the  incidental  fees  coming  from  various  sources  by  the 
total   enrollment  for  one  year   is   about   $59. 

(d)  The  cost  per  student  oofained  by  dividing  the  cost  for  one  year 
to  the  state,  plus  the  cost  of  the  incidental  fees  obtained  from  various 
sources  by  the  average  attendance  from  January,  1914,  to  January,  1915, 
is   about    $128. 
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ESTIMATE   OF   THE   NEEDS   OF   THE    NORMAL   SCHOOL 
FOR  THE  NEXT  BIENNIAL  PERIOD 


For  salaries  of  officers,  teachers  and  janitors,  the  Normal  School  at 
Cape  Girardeau  asks  $18  0,00  0.  The  present  monthly  salary  list  is 
$6,611.50.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  school  for  twenty-four  months  on 
the  basis  of  the  present  salary  list  would  be  $158,676.  There  will  be  a 
deficit  of  $5,820.50  in  salaries  for  the  biennial  period  now  closing.  Adding 
this  sum  to  the  amount  required  to  pay  salaries  for  twenty-four  months 
on  the  basis  of  the  present  monthly  salary  list  gives  $164,49  6.50  as  the 
amount  necessary  to  meet  the  salary  requirements  for  the  next  biennial 
period,  without  making  any  provision  for  any  increases  in  salaries  or  for 
additions  to  the  faculty.  In  asking  for  $180,000  for  salaries  for  the  next 
biennial  period  we  are  asking  for  $15,503.50  more  than  will  be  required  to 
make  up  the  deficit  in  salaries  of  $5,820.50  and  maintain  the  school  for  the 
period  on  the  present  salary  basis.  This  sum  is  less  than  ten  per  cent 
more  than  the  present  salary  list.  Our  salaries  are  now  so  low  that  we 
have  great  difficulty  in  holding  the  men  and  women  of  the  faculty  that 
we  want  most  to  keep,  and  we  do  frequently  lose  some  of  the  best  mem- 
bers of  our  faculty.  A  close  personal  knowledge  of  the  situation  makes 
me  feel  that  we  cannot  possibly  avoid  making  at  least  a  five  per  cent 
raise  in  the  salaries  now  paid.  A  five  per  cent  raise  will  mean  an  increase 
of  $7,933.83  if  the  increases  are  made  to  take  effect  in  September,  1915. 
Our  average  term  attendance  has  increased  during  the  last  biennial  period 
nearly  25  per  cent.  My  knowledge  of  the  situation  makes  me  feel  certain 
the  increase  in  our  average  term  attendance  will  be  at  least  25  per  cent 
during  the  next  biennial  period.  We  need  now  the  following  additional 
teachers: 

An  assistant  in  the  library  at  $75  per  month,  an  assistant  in  Domestic 
Science  and  Chemistry  and  Biology  at  a  salary  of  $(125  per  month,  an 
assistant  in  the  Training  School  at  $10  0  per  month,  an  assistant  in  Manual 
Arts  and  Drawing  at  $100  per  month,  an  assistant  in  English,  Foreign 
Languages  and  History  at  $100  per  month,  an  additional  teacher  in  Phys- 
ical iEducation  at  $15  0  per  month.  Dr.  Cobb,  who  is  the  school  physician 
and  director  of  Physical  Education  for  men,  has  to  give  a  large  part  of 
his  attention  to  his  duties  as  school  physician  and  as  a  teacher  of  Physi- 
ology, Preventive  Medicine  and  First  Aid,  and  cannot  give  the  necessary 
attention  to  gymnasium  work  and  athletics.  The  work  of  a  school  physi- 
cian and  teacher  of  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  Preventive  Medicine  and  First 
Aid  is  of  the  highest  importance  in  a  school  where  teachers  are  being 
trained,  and    should   be   strongly   supported. 

The  salaries  estimated  above  amount  to  $650  a  month,  If  these  teach- 
ers are  employed  for  sixteen  months  during  the  next  biennial  period,  begin- 
ning their  service  in  September,  1915,  their  salaries  for  the  period  will 
amount  to  $10,400.     This  sum  plus  $7,933.83,  estimated  increase  of  5  per 
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cent  above  present  salaries  of  the  faculty,  will  amount  to  $18,333.83. 
Adding  this  sum  to  $164,496.50  gives  $182,830.33  as  the  amount  that  we 
need  for  the  next  biennial  period,  placing  our  needs  upon  a  most  conserva- 
tive basis.  In  asking  $180,000  for  salaries  we  are  making  a  request  for 
less  than  our  estimated  needs  by  $2,830.33. 

The  $5,0  00  asked  for  laboratories  will  barely  keep  the  laboratories  up 
to  their  present  standard  of  efficiency  and  provide  possibly  for  a  very 
limited  increase  of  laboratory  equipment  for  the  accommodation  of  a 
large  number  of  students.  There  are  five  laboratories  to  maintain  out 
of  this  sum — Physics,  Chemistry,  Biology,  Physical  Geography  ui.'d  Psy- 
chology. The  sum  asked  will  provide  only  $500  a  year  for  each  labora- 
tory. 

The  $5,000  asked  for  the  library  is  a  most  pressing  need.  Our  library 
is  wholly  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  school.  The  purchase  of  maga- 
zines and  other  periodicals  and  binding  and  repairing  cost  nearly  $1,000 
per  year. 

The  $5,000  asked  for  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  ought,  if  pos- 
sible, to  be  doubled.  We  need  to  provide  an  additional  kitchen  for  the 
Domestic  Science  Department  and  additional  sewing  machines  and  other 
equipment  for  Domestic  Art,  and  another  good  laboratory  for  Agriculture, 
including  some  additional  laboratory  apparatus,  besides  laboratory  desks 
and  suitable  plumbing.  We  want,  if  possible,  to  build  out  of  this  appro- 
priation a  small,  but  modernly  equipped  dairy  barn,  and  we  want  to 
purchase  a  small  number  of  good  dairy  cows,  starting,  perhaps,  with  a 
half  dozen  good  animals.  You  will  readily  see  that  $5,000  is  a  very  small 
sum  with  which  to  carry  out  these  plans,  and  that  we  could  use  to  good 
advantage  $10,000,  allowing  $5,000  for  the  Agricultural  laboratory  and 
equipment  and  for  the  Home  Economics  equipment  and  $5,000  for  the 
barn  and  dairy  herd. 

The  $5,000  asked  for  a  greenhouse  is  much  needed.  Our  work  in  Pot- 
any  and  Agriculture  has  suffered  for  years  for  the  lack  of  a  good  green- 
house. There  are  several  months  right  in  the  midst  of  the  school  year 
when  all  our  work  in  plant  propagation,  a  most  important  branch  of  our 
work  in  Agriculture  and  Botany,  must  be  stopped  because  we  cannot  grow 
plants. 

The  $5,000  asked  for  paving  streets  is  much  needed.  Among  the 
poorest  streets  in  Cape  Girardeau  now  are  those  surrounding  the  Normal 
School.  They  are  much  below  the  standard  of  the  streets  of  the  city  as  a 
whole.  The  $5,0  0  0  asked  will  enable  the  school  to  do  its  share  of  the 
necessary  paving. 

The  $5,00  0  asked  to  construct  tunnels  to  the  two  dormitories  will  save 
the  school  probably  $8  0  0  a  year  in  the  cost  of  heating  tnese  buildings, 
possibly  $1,000  a  year.  The  central  heating  plant  is  amply  able  to  heat 
these  buildings,  in  addition  to  the  buildings  now  heated  from  the  plant, 
without  additional  equipment  of  any  sort.  The  dormitories  will  be  safer 
from   fire,  also,  by  being  heated   from  the  central  plant. 

The  $5,00  0  asked  to  dig  a  deep  well  will  probably  reduce  the  cost  of 
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our  water  supply  by  at  least  one-half.  We  have  been  paying  for  a  number 
of  years  a  flat  rate  of  $50  per  month  for  water,  amounting  to  $600  a  year. 
The  Public  Utilities  Company  of  Cape  Girardeau  has  recently  put  in  a 
meter,  and  has  thus  raised  the  cost  of  water  to  about  $75  a  month.  We 
are  satisfied  that  if  we  had  a  deep  well  the  water  would  not  cost  us  more 
than  $25  a  month  to  pump  at  most.  The  expenditure  of  $'5,00'0<  in  con- 
structing and  equipping  a  deep  well  will  save  the  school  at  least  $600  a 
year  in  the  cost  of  water.  Besides,  we  would  be  saved  the  cost  of  filter- 
ing and  boiling  the  water  for  drinking  purposes,  as  we  now  have  to  do 
to  be  sure  of  having  a  pure  and  safe  water  supply.  We  could  save  a  large 
sum  monthly  in  the  cost  of  ice,  which  we  must  now  use  to  make  the 
boiled  water  palatable  to  drink.  We  could  also  install  sanitary  drinking 
fountains  if  we  had  pure  water  pumped  from  a  deep  well.  I  think,  counting 
all  of  the  labor  connected  with  filtering  and  boiling  or  distilling  water  and 
the  handling  that  is  necessary  in  cooling  and  icing  it  for  the  purpose  of 
drinking  afterward,  it  is  probable  that  we  could  save  very  nearly  $1,0  00  a 
year  in  the  cost  of  our  water  by  the  construction  of  this  deep  well. 

We  are  asking  for  $50,000  to  build  a  new  building  for  providing  for 
much  needed  space  for  properly  teaching  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics. 
The  space  used  for  this  important  work  is  wholly  inadequate.  Besides, 
the  rooms  now  used  for  Home  Economics  and  Agriculture  are  much 
needed  to  provide  additional  space  for  the  sciences  of  Physics,  Chemistry, 
Biology,  Physical  Geography  and  Psychology.  We  feel  sure  that  the  great 
need  of  vocational  training  for  teachers  demands  that  the  school  be  thor- 
oughly equipped  for  teaching  the  subjects  of  Agriculture  and  Home  Eco- 
nomics. This  section  of  the  state  is  a  great  agricultural  region.  The 
teachers  of  this  Normal  district  should  be  thoroughly  trained  for  teaching 
Agriculture  and  Home  Economics.  So  far  the  district  is  wholly  dependent 
upon  this  school  for  its  teachers  of  Agriculture.  There  is  not  today  a 
single  teacher  of  Agriculture  in  the  district  in  any  of  the  public  schools, 
or  in  any  school  of  any  kind,  who  was  not  educated  in  Agriculture  in  this 
Normal  iSchool,  except  the  three  professors  of  Agriculture  now  teaching 
in  this  Normal  School.  If  the  state  can,  in  addition  to  other  pressing  de- 
mands, provide  this  additional  building  for  the  use  of  the  school  in  prop- 
erly teaching  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics,  the  appropriation  ought 
to  be  made.  We  feel  that  our  work  in  all  the  sciences,  as  well  es  in  Agri- 
culture and  Home  Economics,  must  be  greatly  limited  until  we  can  have 
this   additional  building. 

The  present  monthly  payroll  amounts  to  $6,611.50.  Salaries  on  the 
basis  of  the  present  monthly  payroll  will  amount  to  $158,676  for  the  twenty- 
four  months  of  the  next  biennial  period.  The  necessary  increases  in  the 
salary  list  for  the  biennial  period  will  amount  to  $21,324,  making  a  total 
need  for  salaries  for  the  period  of  $180,000.

TO   THE  HONORABLE   VISITING   COMMITTEE   APPOINTED   BY  THE 
GOVERNOR  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MISSOURI,  1916: 

Gentlemen:  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in 
charge  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  State  Normal  School,  Third  District, 
respectfully  submits  herewith  its  report. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  for  salaries  $175,000.  Of  this 
sum  $135,983.20  has  been  received  and  expended,  leaving  a  balance  due  at 
this  time  of  $39,016.80.  Requisitions  have  been  made  for  $6,955.29  for  the 
month  of  September;  $6,990.17  for  the  month  of  October;  and  $6,714.00 
for  the  month  of  November;  but  on  these  requisitions  thus  far  nothing  has 
been  paid.  After  these  requisitions  are  paid,  a  balance  of  $18,357.34  will 
still  be  due  and  payable  under  the  appropriation  of  the  Forty-eighth  General 
Assembly.  But  it  also  should  be  remembered  that  the  December  payroll 
of  1914,  amounting  to  $5,765.37  was  not  paid  and  that  a  requisition  for  the 
amount  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Assembly 
was  not  honored  by  the  Auditor.  A  mandamus  proceeding  was  instituted 
against  the  Auditor  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  after  a  full  hearing  the  Court 
ordered  the  Auditor  to  honor  the  requisition.  The  Auditor,  however,  on 
account  of  want  of  funds,  was  not  able  to  issue  a  warrant  for  the  requisition, 
but  has  issued  a  warrant  for  $538.10  on  account  of  interest  to  March  4, 
1916,  on  this  amount  borrowed  in  January,  1915,  the  interest  rate  being  eight 
per  cent,  the  only  rate  at  which  this  money  could  be  secured  at  the  time. 
So  that  if  the  amount  appropriated  on  account  of  salaries  were  now  all 
available,  the  institution  could  pay  all  the  amounts  due  on  account  of 
salaries  and  still  have  a  balance  of  $12,591.97  of  the  appropriation  of 
$175,000,  with  the  month  of  December  still  to  be  paid,  amounting  approxi- 
mately to  $6,715.00,  leaving  a  net  balance  of  $5,876.97.  As  it  is,  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  this  institution  in  order  to  fully  pay  the  teachers  from 
month  to  month  on  account  of  salaries  due  them,  made  arrangements  with 
the  banks  of  Cape  Girardeau  to  honor  the  warrants  issued  to  the  teachers  at 
par,  and  on  behalf  of  the  institution  the  committee  agreed  to  allow  interest 
on  all  such  salary  warrants  honored  by  the  banks  from  the  date  of  being  so 
honored,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  until  the  warrants  were  taken 
up  by  our  Treasurer.  Under  this  arrangement  on  June  warrants  was  paid 
out  of  the  incidental  fund  $71.79  interest;  on  July  warrants  $50.81  interest, 
and  on  August  warrants  $92.24  interest,  making  a  total  of  $214.84  paid 
out  as  interest  on  this  account.  Under  this  arrangement  the  warrants  issued 
to  the  teachers  and  our  employes  were  promptly  taken  up  without  loss  to  the 
holders.  This  was  the  only  way  in  which  we  could  avoid  useless  and  unprofit- 
able agitation. 
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LIBRARY. 

For  the  Library  the  sum  of  $3,000  was  appropriated.  Of  this  amount 
the  sum  of  $1,342.96  was  expended  and  requisition  was  made  to  pay  various 
accounts  incurred  on  account  of  the  appropriation  on  the  State  Auditor,  with 
vouchers  attached,  for  $214.39.  As  yet  we  have  received  no  money  on 
account  of  these  requisitions.  In  addition  we  have  now  on  hand  $307.60  in 
vouchers  not  yet  sent  to  the  State  Auditor,  but  which  ought  to  be  paid. 
In  connection  with  this  appropriation  we  will  remark  that  we  have  not  been 
able  to  purchase  many  books  and  periodicals  or  expend  money  for  binding 
also  necessary,  because  we  knew  that  we  would  not  be  able  to  pay  for  such 
purchases  or  for  such  work.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  under  Section  12 
of  the  act  making  appropriations  for  educational  institutions  for  the  years 
1915  and  1916,  we  are  compelled,  in  some  instances  at  least,  to  ask  for 
delay  and  then  when  the  money  is  not  promptly  paid,  agologize  for  our 
failure  to  make  expected  payments  past  due.  Under  the  system  adopted  by 
the  General  Assembly  it  is  provided  that  all  accounts  incurred  by  an  educa- 
tional state  institution  must  be  audited  in  the  State  Auditor's  Office  and  that 
such  accounts  must  be  accompanied  by  proper  original  vouchers  and  that 
these  vouchers  must  be  properly  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  and  that  after  all  these  provisions  are  complied  with  the  State 
Auditor  is  then  authorized  to  issue  a  warrant  for  the  specific  amount 
demanded,  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  institution.  These  various 
requirements  make  it  extremely  difficult  to  efficiently  carry  on  the  limited 
and  circumscribed  fiscal  affairs  of  a  State  Normal  School.  Before  the 
adoption  of  the  late  law  we  made  requisitions  on  account  of  the  particular 
fund  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly,  all  such  requisitions  being 
verified  by  affidavit.  Out  of  the  money  so  received  we  paid  all  accounts 
contracted  under  such  an  appropriation,  made  new  purchases,  and  then  after 
the  amount  so  received  was  expended,  made  another  requisition  if  the  fund 
appropriated  for  that  particular  purpose  was  not  completely  exhausted. 
With  such  additional  requisitions  we  made  a  statement  of  the  amount  there- 
tofore received  and  expended,  and  thus  kept  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor 
fully  advised.  In  our  biennial  report  to  the  General  Assembly  as  well  as  to 
the  biennial  visiting  committee,  we  made,  as  fully  as  we  now  make  to  you, 
a  complete  exhibit  of  every  item  of  expenditure,  giving  the  number  of 
vouchers  and  the  warrants  issued  to  pay  the  same.  This,  together  with  the 
books  of  account  of  the  institution,  as  directed  to  be  kept  and  in  form 
approved  by  the  State  Auditor,  give  a  full  and  detailed  history  of  every 
found  expended.  As  it  is  under  the  new  law,  every  account  must  be  made 
out  in  duplicate,  one  original  voucher  for  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor 
and  one  duplicate  voucher  for  the  files  of  the  institution  and  as  a  part  of 
its  records.  This  manifestly  is  a  useless  multiplication  of  vouchers  and 
many  of  which  are  for  less  than  one  dollar. 

LABORATORIES. 

For  the  laboratories  the  sum  of  $3,000  was  appropriated.   Of  this  amount 
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$1,774.34  has  been  expended;  but  of  the  amount  expended  still  the  sum  of 
$219.99  is  unpaid,  the  account  and  vouchers  for  this  amount  having  been 
transmitted  to  the  State  Auditor  under  Section  12,  already  referred  to.  In 
addition  bills  and  vouchers  for  $88.79  are  yet  in  our  hands  and  unfiled  in 
the  Auditor's  office  because  of  delay  in  receiving  payment  of  vouchers  still 
in  his  hands  unadjusted.  If  these  amounts  are  paid,  a  balance  of  $918.88 
remains  unexpended,  not  because  the  amount  was  not  sorely  needed  in  the 
laboratories,  but  because  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  we  did  not  deem  it 
best  to  contract  debts  and  cause  comment. 

AGRICULTURE  AND  HOME  ECONOMICS  LABORATORIES. 

On  account  of  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly appropriated  $5,000.  Of  this  amount  only  $1,660.49  was  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $3,339.51  to  our  credit.  But  we  have  bills  and  vouchers 
for  the  sum  of  $25.59  still  unpaid,  which  have  not  been  sent  to  the  State 
Auditor  for  reasons  already  indicated.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  both 
these  important  departments  were  handicapped  by  want  of  funds  during  the 
last  two  years,  for  in  our  time  "farming  cannot  be  carried  on  profitably  by 
the  'rule  of  thumb'  methods,"  and  the  Edinburgh  Review  truly  says  that  the 
farmers  of  the  future,  "who  are  to  control  physical,  chemical,  mechanical 
and  physiological  forces,  will  need  all  the  mental  as  well  as  manual  training 
they  can  possibly  obtain,  and  if  we  do  not  begin  to  give  such  training  in  the 
rural  schools,  we  are  merely  ploughing  the  sand  without  providing  the 
fertilizers  and  sowing  the  seed." 

GREENHOUSE. 

For  a  greenhouse  $3,000  was  appropriated;  but  we  made  no  attempt  to 
erect  a  greenhouse,  owing  to  the  straitened  condition  of  the  state  treasury, 
and  any  expenditure  in  that  behalf  would  only  have  caused  us  financial 
embarrassment. 

DEEP  WELL. 

For  the  deep  well  and  equipment  $5,000  was  appropriated.  Work  on 
this  deep  well  was  begun  in  July,  1915,  under  a  contract  with  the  Sewell 
Well  Company  to  dig  to  a  depth  of  1,000  feet  for  $2,350,  not  including 
pump  and  casing.  It  was  supposed  that  1,000  feet  in  depth  would  give 
us  all  the  water  needed,  but  when  the  1,000-foot  depth  was  reached  we  found 
no  water  supply,  and  in  the  hope  that  by  digging  an  additional  500  feet  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  would  be  found,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
contract,  the  Sewell  Well  people  were  authorized  to  go  on  and  dig  an  addi- 
tional 500  feet.  But  before  this  time  your  committee  thought  best  to 
consult  the  State  Geologist,  and  Mr.  Malcolm  Wilson,  as  his  representative, 
came  over  from  Rolla  and  gave  as  his  opinion  that  water  would  be  found  in 
the  St.  Peter  sandstone  and  which  he  supposed  was  not  far  from  the  depth 
the  well  had  reached;  and  so  we  concluded  to  dig  deeper,  and  at  a  depth  of 
1600  feet  the  St.  Peter  sandstone  formation  was  reached,  but  the  sandstone 
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proved  waterdry  in  this  locality.  Then  a  consultation  was  arranged  with 
Mr.  Wilson  and  Professor  Sheppard,  of  Springfield,  Missouri,  connected  with 
the  State  Geological  Board,  and  who  then  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  would  be  found  at  a  still  greater  depth  after 
drilling  through  the  Jefferson  limestone  formation  in  the  Roubidoux  forma- 
tion. So  your  committee  concluded  to  authorize  the  well  company  to 
proceed  to  sink  the  well  until  water  was  found  in  the  so-called  Roubidoux 
formation.  Finally  at  a  depth  of  1725  feet  an  adequate  supply  of  water 
was  found — hard  water,  but  pure  and  of  a  healthful  character — and  the 
work  of  sinking  the  well  stopped  there.  The  first  additional  500  feet  was 
sunk  at  a  cost  of  $2.50  a  foot,  and  the  next  225  feet  at  a  cost  of  $3.00  a 
foot,  thus  making  the  total  depth  of  the  well  1725  feet.  The  total  expendi- 
ture for  digging  the  well  amounted  to  $4,275.00,  and  to  this  cost  of  drilling 
should  be  added  the  cost  of  pump,  $1,048.88,  cost  of  engine,  changing  tools 
from  time  to  time,  testing  well  from  time  to  time,  also  concrete  extension 
for  housing  the  pump  from  the  power  house,  and  other  necessary  work 
amounting  to  $1,305.60.  The  total  amount  expended  for  the  well  and 
necessary  incidental  work  thus  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  $6,529.48. 
Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $4,055.00  was  paid  out  of  the  special  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  state,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  on  account  of  this 
appropriation  of  $945.00.  The  remainder  of  said  sum  of  $6,529.48,  that  is 
tc  say  $2,474.48,  was  paid  out  of  our  incidental  fund,  as  follows:  $630.30 
in  cash  and  $55.15  by  material  returned,  and  for  the  remainder  $1,788.73 
we  issued  our  certificates  to  the  Sewell  Well  Company,  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  eight  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the  incidental  fund,  and 
which  certificates  so  issued  have  all  been  paid  out  of  said  fund.  Your  com- 
mittee will  please  note  that  of  the  original  appropriation  $945  is  still  unpaid 
and  ought  to  be  allowed  the  incidental  fund  of  this  institution.  A  requisition 
was  made  for  this  $945  in  March,  1916,  but  has  not  been  honored  by  the 
State  Auditor. 

TUNNEL. 

For  a  tunnel,  steam  line  and  pipes  to  dormitories  $5,000  was  appro- 
priated by  the  General  Assembly.  In  order  to  effect  this  purchase  it  was 
necessary  to  dig  tunnels  to  install  pipes  across  the  Normal  Avenue  to  the 
dormitories,  Albert  Hall  and  Leming  Hall.  The  work  of  digging  the 
tunnels  and  lining  and  arching  the  same  with  concrete  was  begun  in  August, 
1915,  and  was  placed  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  White,  our  Superin- 
tendent. The  pipes  and  other  iron  work  were  contracted  to  the  Sodemann 
Heat  &  Power  Company,  and  for  this  work  the  sum  of  $2,924.79  was  paid. 
The  entire  appropriation  for  doing  this  work  was  expended  and  in  addition 
the  sum  of  $650.98  was  paid  out  of  the  incidental  fund,  making  the  total 
cost  of  this  work  $5,650.98.  This  improvement  is  of  very  substantial  char- 
acter and  has  given  great  satisfaction  and  greatly  reduced  the  cost  of  heating 
the  dormitories.

COAL. 


The  expenditure  on  account  of  coal  is  necessarily  large.  The  total  cost 
for  coal  from  January  1,  1915,  to  December  1,  1916,  including  heating  the 
dormitories  and  including  freight  on  coal,  amounted  to  $10,214.61.  But  it 
should  be  remembered  that  in  this  amount  is  also  embraced  an  account  for 
coal  delivered  this  institution  before  that  time.  Coal  was  purchased  by  the 
institution  directly  from  the  mines.  In  the  year  1915  we  paid  $1.30  per  ton 
F.  0.  B.  cars  at  the  mine;  in  1916  we  paid  $1.45  per  ton  F.  O.  B.  cars  at 
the  mine.  To  this  should  be  added  freight  at  the  rate  of  75  cents  per  ton 
in  each  year. 

INCIDENTAL  FUND. 

The  total  collections  for  the  years  1915-1916  in  the  incidental  fund 
amounted  to  $44,539.21,  and  this  amount  was  expended  as  shown  by  the 
detailed  statement  filed  herewith  as  Exhibit  "A,"  except  a  balance  of  $65.10. 
The  principal  disbursements  for  three  years  as  shown  by  said  report  may 
be  classified  as  follows:

FLOATING  DEBT. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  biennial  period,  December  31,  1914,  the  floating 
debt  of  the  institution  amounted  to  $11,220.04.  Our  floating  debt  now  is 
$8,906.22. 

This  debt  would  have  been  extinguished  almost  entirely  but  for  the 
large  amounts  expended  out  of  incidental  fund  on  account  of  deep  well,  on 
account  of  tunnel,  on  account  of  improvements  in  dormitories,  on  account 
of  insurance  and  other  necessary  and  unavoidable  expenditures  and  which 
will  fully  appear  by  examination  of  the  various  vouchers  in  detail. 

INSURANCE. 

As  to  insurance  will  say  that  owing  to  the  higher  rates  the  cost  of  insur- 
ance on  all  our  buildings  has  been  greatly  increased.  We  carry  on  Aca- 
demic Hall,  the  main  building  of  the  institution,  $100,000  insurance.  In 
1910  our  premium  for  the  same  amount  was  $1,000;  but  when  the  insurance 
expired  the  premium  was  advanced  to  $2610,  more  than  double  what  it  was 
for  the  preceding  five  years.  This  great  increase  in  the  rate  of  insurance 
caused  us  to  reduce  the  insurance  on  Science  Hall  from  $25,000  to  $10,000; 
on  Training  Hall  from  $20,000  to  $10,000;  but  we  increased  insurance  on 
the  Power  House  from  $10,000  to  $12,500.  On  the  dormitories  the  insur- 
ance stands  as  follows:  on  Leming  Hall  increased  from  $20,000  to  $22,500; 
and  on  Albert  Hall  remains  at  $20,000.  In  addition  we  carry  tornado  insur- 
ance on  each  of  the  buildings  to  compensate  the  state  for  any  ordinary 
damage  from  this  cause,  but  we  carry  no  tornado  insurance  on  the  dormi- 
tories. What  makes  the  matter  of  insurance  of  more  than  ordinary  concern 
is  the  fact  that  the  Water  Works  Company  has  failed  to  make  provision  for 
a  high  pressure  system  to  protect  the  Normal  School  from  fire,  although  the 
ordinance  under  the  Water  Works  Company  secured  a  renewal  of  its  fran- 
chise expressly  and  explicitly  provided  for  such  a  high  pressure  system. 
For  the  last  two  years  this  Water  Works  Company  has  made  promises  from 
time  to  time,  but  on  one  pretense  or  another  delayed  the  work.  Sometimes 
objection  was  made  that  the  necessary  right  of  way  could  not  be  secured, 
and  then  again  technical  excuses  were  made.  The  last  excuse  was  that  the 
right  of  way  over  fifty  feet  of  ground  for  the  water  main  could  not  be 
obtained,  nor  would  the  Water  Company  be  satisfied  with  another  right  of 
way  only  fifty  feet  north  of  this  right  of  way.  For  some  occult  reason 
which  the  Water  Works  Company  might  explain,  work  has  not  been  started 
even  on  such  stretches  where  the  right  of  way  was  secured.  If  by  statute 
the  Water  Works  Company  was  made  liable  for  all  damages  that  might  occur 
by  reason  of  failure  to  carry  out  work  contracted  to  be  done,  on  promises 
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of  which  franchises  were  obtained,  it  might  greatly  accelerate  the  slow  and 
mysterious  movements  of  some  of  these  corporations. 

DORMITORIES. 

The  dormitories  for  the  last  two  years  have  been  under  the  management 
of  Mr.  Sitze  and  are  now  in  first-class  condition.  Beg  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  committee  to  his  report:

BECKWITH  ARCH/EOLOGICAL  COLLECTION. 

The  great  archaeological  collection  donated  by  the  late  Thomas  Beckwith, 
of  Charleston,  Missouri,  is  well  cared  for  and  efforts  are  made  to  further 
enrich  it.  This  is  the  largest  local  archceological  collection  in  the  country 
and  it  is  important  because  it  is  a  purely  local  collection,  embracing  relics 
from  all  parts  of  Southeast  Missouri  and  adjacent  counties  in  other  states 
in  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  therefore  giving  to  some  extent  an  accurate 
view  of  the  advance  in  civilization  and  in  a  manner  showing  the  social  condi- 
tion of  the  pre-historic  people  that  had  their  habitat  in  this  section  of 
Missouri.      This   collection   embraces   many   thousand   specimens   and   from 
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these  specimens  can  be  gleaned  some  idea  of  their  progress  made  in  the 
domestic  arts.     As  a  local  collection  it  is  unique. 

HISTORIC  MUSEUM. 

An  historic  museum  was  organized  by  this  institution  several  years  ago, 
embracing  many  of  the  early  implements  and  tools  and  domestic  utensils  of 
the  people.  Mr.  Beckwith  donated  a  great  many  of  the  specimens  for  this 
museum,  but  recently  the  museum  has  been  further  enriched  by  an  arms 
collection  donated  by  Dr.  A.  T.  Chatham,  of  Dunklin  County.  The  Board 
of  Regents  of  the  institution  greatly  appreciate  this  gift,  as  in  it  are, 
embraced  many  objects  of  historic  interest  to  the  people  of  Southeast  Mis- 
souri. It  has  been  our  aim  to  secure  all  such  objects  of  historic  value  and 
to  preserve  the  same. 

In  addition  to  an  appropriation  to  make  good  the  deficit  in  the  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  we  will  need  for  the  next  biennial 
period  appropriations  approximately  as  follows:

For  water  tower 5,000.00 


$286,916.00 
It  is  important  that  a  water  tower  be  erected.  At  present  in  order  to 
supply  water  at  all  times  to  our  various  buildings,  one  of  our  engines  must 
be  kept  always  under  steam.  With  a  water  tower  and  tank  of  a  capacity 
of  say  30,000  gallons,  we  could  save  a  part  of  this  expense  at  least  during 
twelve  hours  every  day.  Such  a  tower  and  tank  would  cost  approximately 
$5,000,  and  for  this  work  we  request  an  appropriation. 

The  last  General  Assembly  made  an  appropriation  for  a  greenhouse,  an 
establishment  greatly  needed  in  connection  with  our  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. We  respectfully  ask  your  committee  to  recommend  an  adequate 
sum  for  this  purpose,  and  which  we  think  should  not  be  less  than  $5,000,  as 
it  will  take  at  least  that  sum  to  build  and  equip  a  serviceable  greenhouse. 

The  constant  growth  of  our  Agricultural  Department  makes  necessary 
a  special  agricultural  building  and  also  the  purchase  of  additional  farm  land. 
Accordingly,  if  the  financial  condition  of  the  state  is  such  as  to  allow  these 
expenditures,  we  have  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  to  erect  an 
agricultural  building  and  equip  the  same,  and  $15,000  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  farm  land,  as  it  will  require  at  least  that  sum  to  acquire  the  land 
we  need.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  FACULTY 


AN  ESTIMATE  OF  THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  FOR  THE 
NEXT  BIENNIAL  PERIOD. 


For  salaries  the  school  will  need  $188,916  for  the  biennial  period  begin- 
ning January  1,  1917,  and  ending  January  1,  1919.  An  additional  sum  will 
be  needed  to  meet  any  deficiencies  in  the  payment  of  salaries  for  the  bien- 
nial period  ending  January  1,  1917.  Our  estimate  for  salaries  two  years 
ago  was  $180,000  and  we  received  an  appropriation  for  salaries  of  $175,000. 
We  have  spent  for  salaries  during  this  biennial  period  $163,634.16.  We 
undertook  to  save  $10,000  out  of  our  appropriation  for  salaries  to  meet  in 
part  the  total  reduction  of  our  appropriations  to  the  extent  of  $20,000  by 
the  Governor.  We  have  needed  for  this  biennial  period  the  full  $175,000 
appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly  and  more. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  tabular  statement  below,  our  present  salary  list 
for  a  full  biennial  period  will  amount  to  $167,796.  We  need  very  much  to 
add  the  following  teachers  to  our  present  teaching  force:  A  teacher  of 
Physical  Education  at  $150  a  month  for  sixteen  months  (from  September, 
1917,  to  January  1,  1919)  ;  a  teacher  of  Geography  at  $150  a  month  for 
sixteen  months;  two  teachers  to  assist  in  the  Commercial  Department  at  a 
combined  salary  of  $150  a  month  for  sixteen  months;  three  assistants  in  the 
Training  School  at  a  combined  salary  of  $275  a  month  for  sixteen  months; 
one  assistant  in  Science  at  $100  a  month  for  sixteen  months;  for  additional 
student  assistants  $100  a  month  for  sixteen  months.  The  total  additional 
salary  list  per  month  estimated  amounts  to  $925.00,  or  $14,800  for  sixteen 
months.  In  March,  1917,  a  gardener,  temporarily  off  the  present  payroll, 
will  be  added,  for  twenty-two  months  at  $60  a  month,  $1320.  Adding  these 
sums  to  the  amount  of  the  present  salary  list  for  the  biennial  period  gives 
$183,916.  To  this  should  be  added  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  meet  necessary 
increases  in  salaries  and  other  emergencies.  In  making  this  estimate  I  have 
not  provided  for  any  increase  of  the  teaching  force  for  the  coming  summer 
term,  when  we  will  probably  enroll  more  than  a  thousand  teachers  for  a 
term  of  two  and  a  half  months.  We  ought  really  to  have  about  $2500  for 
each  of  the  two  summer  terms  of  the  biennial  period,  which  would  bring  the 
estimate  up  to  $193,916  for  the  biennial  period. 

As  an  indication  of  the  fact  that  the  Normal  School  needs  additional 
teachers  very  seriously  I  wish  to  apply  the  test  recently  suggested  by  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Education  for  measuring  the  work  of  a  faculty. 
The  Bureau  was  recently  asked  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  Iowa 
to  make  a  survey  of  their  state  schools  and  report  rather  fully  on  their  needs, 
whether  they  were  being  economically  and  well  conducted,  etc.  In  the 
course  of  their  report  the  commission  making  the  survey  suggested  as  a 
measure  of  the  proper  teaching  load  of  a  faculty  that  the  average  teaching 
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load  of  a  faculty  below  the  graduate  courses  should  be  about  300  student 
hours  a  week.  That  is,  on  the  average,  members  of  the  faculty  should  have 
about  100  students  enrolled  to  each  member  of  the  faculty,  each  of  the 
students  reciting  three  times  a  week;  so  that  on  the  average  a  member  of 
the  faculty  should  teach  300  student  hours  a  week.  The  commission  sug- 
gests that  if  the  average  load  of  a  faculty  is  less  than  300  student  hours  a 
week  the  load  is  too  low;  or  in  other  words,  the  school  has  too  many  members 
in  the  faculty.  If  the  load  is  much  above  300  student  hours  a  week  per 
member  of  the  faculty,  the  school  needs  an  increase  in  the  faculty.  The 
average  student  hour  load  of  the  faculty  of  the  Normal  School  at  Cape 
Girardeau  is  418,  or  nearly  40  per  cent  above  the  proper  average.  The 
lightest  load  for  the  year,  for  the  fall  term,  is  338 — about  12%  per  cent 
above  the  proper  average.  The  load  for  the  winter  term  is  343  student 
clock  hours — about  14  per  cent  above  the  proper  average.  The  load  for 
the  spring  term  is  452  student  clock  hours — about  50  per  cent  above  the 
proper  average.  The  load  for  the  summer  term  is  538  hours — about  79 
per  cent  above  the  proper  average.  I  am  satisfied  that  for  the  coming 
summer  term  the  load  will  not  be  less  than  about  600,  or  double  the  proper 
average. 

When  the  faculty  load  is  so  unreasonably  heavy  it  is  not  only  unjust  to 
the  faculty  themselves,  but  the  students  under  them  suffer  because  their 
energies  are  so  widely  distributed  that  the  students  do  not  receive  from 
them  the  assistance  they  really  need.  The  whole  standard  of  efficiency  in 
the  school  is  inevitably  lowered. 

Again,  when  the  average  load  is  so  heavy,  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  a  very 
serious  overloading  at  some  particular  point,  for  it  is  never  possible  to 
distribute  the  load  of  a  faculty  evenly.  That  is  the  situation  in  the  Normal 
School  at  Cape  Girardeau  now.  And  this  brings  me  to  the  discussion  of  the 
particular  needs  of  the  school  in  the  matter  of  securing  certain  additions  in 
the  faculty  as  named  above. 

I  have  mentioned  the  need  of  an  additional  teacher  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion. We  have  one  teacher  for  men  and  one  for  women  in  this  department. 
The  teaching  load  of  the  man  for  the  fall  term  of  this  year  has  been  647 
student  hours;  the  load  of  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  women  has  been  484 
student  hours.  As  I  have  stated,  the  load  for  the  fall  term  is  the  lightest  of 
the  year.  The  load  in  this  department  is  so  unreasonably  heavy  that  a  good 
many  students  must  be  denied  admission  to  the  classes  every  term.  This  is 
especially  true  of  the  women  of  the  school.  Furtherwore,  we  are  unable 
to  give  proper  instruction  in  preventive  medicine,  first  aid  to  the  injured, 
home  and  school  sanitation  and  other  education  pertaining  to  the  care  of 
the  health,  so  necessary  to  every  one  and  especially  teachers.  For  three 
years  we  had  a  young  doctor  of  medicine  in  charge  of  Physical  Training  for 
men.  He  took  the  place  expecting  that  in  a  year  or  two  he  would  be  given 
an  assistant  to  have  charge  of  most  of  the  field  athletics  and  gymnasium 
work,  leaving  him  free  to  teach  the  science  of  physical  education,  including 
preventive  medicine,  first  aid  to  the  injured,  physiology  and  hygiene,  bacteri- 
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ology,  home  and  school  sanitation,  and  free  also  to  perform  the  duties  of 
school  physician.  When  two  years  ago  the  Governor  found  it  necessary  to 
cut  down  our  appropriations  $20,000,  it  was  apparent  that  we  could  not 
add  a  teacher  of  physical  education  to  our  force.  Our  school  physician, 
finding  it  impossible  to  do  satisfactory  work  under  the  conditions  and  having 
waited  in  vain  for  relief  for  three  years,  resigned  to  take  the  position  of 
Physical  Director  and  School  Physician  in  Massachusetts.  We  should  be  given 
the  means  of  employing  a  man  for  this  important  position. 

Space  and  the  time  of  the  committee  forbid  that  I  should  discuss  here 
fully  the  needs  of  additional  members  of  the  faculty  in  all  the  cases  men- 
tioned; but  I  can  assure  the  committee  that  in  every  case  the  situation  is 
very  analogous  to  that  set  forth  in  reference  to  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education.  Much  important  work  in  the  departments  where  additional 
teachers  have  been  asked  is  left  undone  entirely  because  it  is  an  impossibility 
to  get  the  work  done  under  present  conditions. 

Of  the  need  of  $50,000  to  build  a  new  building  to  relieve  the  crowded 
conditions  in  the  Science  Departments  I  think  the  committee  are  convinced 
from  the  conditions  they  saw  when  they  visited  the  school.  Seven  important 
departments,  namely,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Biology,  Geology  and  Geography, 
Psychology,  Agriculture,  and  Home  Economics  occupy  the  three  floors  of  one 
small  building.  About  one-third  of  one  floor  is  occupied  by  necessary 
toilets  and  bath-rooms  and  store-rooms.  The  building  will  accommodate  not 
more  than  three  of  the  seven  departments  adequately.  I  hope  the  commit- 
tee will  recommend  this  much  needed  building.  As  the  present  science 
building  is  known  as  Science  Hall,  we  expect  to  call  the  new  building  the 
Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  Building.  Agriculture,  Home  Economics 
and  probably  two  of  the  other  science  departments  will  occupy  the  building. 

We  are  asking  $15,000  to  purchase  additional  farm  land.  The  field 
experiments  that  we  are  able  to  make  in  Agriculture  are  wholly  inadequate 
and  they  are  made  at  large  expense  because  we  have  so  small  an  acreage 
fit  for  cultivation.  We  have  about  fifty-five  acres  of  ground  beautifully 
located  for  buildings  and  a  beautiful  campus;  but  very  little  of  it,  except 
where  our  buildings  are  located,  is  fit  for  cultivation.  These  grounds,  worth 
now  easily  $60,000,  have  cost  the  state  only  $5,000.  We  should  have  a  small 
farm.  To  secure  a  small  farm  near  the  school  will  cost  about  $15,000,  we 
think.  By  using  this  as  a  dairy  farm  and  for  experimental  plots  and 
gardening  we  can  make  the  investment  an  income  producer  for  the  support 
of  the  agricultural  experiments.  Everything  produced  on  the  farm  can  be 
marketed  readily  to  our  own  dormitories  and  to  people  keeping  student 
boarders.  This  farm  will  not  only  make  our  agricultural  instruction 
practical  but  it  will  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  work  of  the  Home 
Economics  Department.  The  lack  of  such  a  farm  and  the  lack  of  a  building 
for  Agriculture,  Home  Economics  and  other  sciences,  and  the  lack  of  books 
in  our  library  are  the  serious  weaknesses  of  the  school  in  its  equipment; 
otherwise  the  school  is  well  equipped. 

We  are  asking  $5,000  for  the  erection  of  a  water  tank  and  tower.     We 
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have  a  deep  well  which  supplies  the  school  with  water.  In  order  to  supply 
the  school  buildings,  including  the  dormitories,  with  water  constantly  we 
must  keep  our  pump  going  night  and  day.  It  will  be  economy  to  erect  a 
tank  which  will  enable  us  to  store  sufficient  water  to  use  during  times  when 
the  power  plant  is  not  being  used  for  other  purposes.  Much  fuel  could  be 
saved  in  the  summer  and  at  night  by  storing  the  water  and  not  running  the 
pump  except  when  the  plant  was  being  used  for  other  purposes.  We  would 
save  much  time  of  an  engineer  also. 

We  are  asking  $5,000  for  a  greenhouse.  We  had  appropriated  for  a 
greenhouse  by  the  last  General  Assembly  $3,000.  But  the  state  has  not 
been  able  to  furnish  us  the  money  for  this  purpose.  The  appropriation  for 
a  greenhouse  ought  to  be  not  less  than  $5,000.  We  have  had  careful 
estimates  on  the  cost  of  a  greenhouse  and  know  that  a  greenhouse  of  ade- 
quate size  can  not  be  built  for  less  than  that  sum.  The  greenhouse  is 
needed  to  enable  us  to  continue  certain  agricultural  and  biological 
experiments  throughout  the  year. 

We  are  asking  $5,000  for  the  support  of  four  laboratories — Physics, 
Chemistry,  Biology  and  Psychology.  The  amount  asked  will  give  each 
laboratory  about  $600  a  year  for  its  support.  We  could  use  to  good 
advantage,  and  economically,  a  larger  sum.  We  are  making  the  estimate 
as  low  as  possible.  Our  laboratories  are  all  the  more  in  need  just  now 
because  the  $5,000  appropriated  for  them  by  the  last  General  Assemly  has 
not  been  all  available. 

We  are  asking  $5,000  to  pave  streets  in  front  of  our  main  building. 
There  is  a  double  driveway  in  front  of  this  building,  known  as  Normal 
Avenue,  which  is  covered  with  macadam  at  present.  The  ground  slopes 
with  a  rather  steep  descent  to  the  east  and  west  and  the  macadam  will  not 
stand  the  washing  and  wear  to  which  it  is  subjected.  The  streets  of  Cape 
Girardeau  are  well  paved  throughout  the  city.  The  condition  of  Normal 
Avenue  in  front  of  the  Normal  School  buildings  is  much  below  the  average 
condition  of  the  streets  in  other  parts  of  the  city.  The  improvement  is 
much  needed. 

We  are  asking  $5,000  for  laboratory  supplies  for  Agriculture,  Home 
Economics  and  Geography.  This  is  the  same  sum  that  was  appropriated  for 
this  purpose  two  years  ago.  But  we  did  not  receive  the  full  amount  of  the 
appropriation. 

We  are  asking  $5,000  to  purchase  books  for  the  library.  Our  last 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  $3,000,  a  totally  inadequate  sum.  The 
school  really  should  have  at  least  $15,000  to  spend  for  books  at  once  to  make 
the  library  at  all  adequate  to  our  needs. 

We  are  asking  for  $3,000  to  purchase  additional  stacks  for  shelving 
books.  Our  stacks  are  full  at  present  and  we  have  recently  had  the  Normal 
School  designated  as  the  depository  of  the  government  for  government 
publications  in  the  Fourteenth  Congressional  District.  St.  Vincent's  College 
at  Cape  Girardeau  has  been  the  government  depository  for  more  than  fifty 
vears  and  has  stored  in   its  building  from   7,000  to   10,000   volumes.     We 
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have  found  in  a  partial  examination  of  the  books  that  there  are  many  very 
valuable   books,    some   of   them   rare   volumes   and   of  unusual   value.     No 

doubt  we  shall  return  many  volumes  to  the  government  without  shelving 

them  at  all.  But  we  expect  to  find  4,000  or  5,000  volumes  that  we  will 
want  to  keep.  To  provide  for  shelving  this  collection  and  the  books  that 
will  now  come  to  us  regularly  from  the  government,  and  other  additions  to 
the  library  we  shall  need  to  spend  the  $3,000  for  shelving.
